Three hundred and sixty-two new cases of pneu- 
monia were recorded in the city in the week ending last 
Saturday, December 17, according to Registrar of Records 
Thomas J. Duffield in his weekly report yesterday to Health 
Commissioner John L. Rice. This was the greatest number 
of such cases to be reported in any week since that ending 
last April 9. Eighty-seven deaths were charged to pneu- 
monia last week, the highest total reached in any week in 
the last eicht. 

“With the coming of wintry weather,” says 
Commissioner Rice, “colds usually become more pre- 
valent, and not infrequently a neglected cold results 
in pneunionia. Any person suffering from a cold 
should not take any chances at this time, but should 
get under medical care as soon as possible. Then, 
should pneumonia develop, the attending physician 
will be able to have the case typed and secure the 
proper serum provided at the Health Department’s 
- typing stations. It does not pay to take

Dr. Fred Neufeld made the first 
important discovery leading to the 
later development of serum therapy 
in the treatment of pneumonia back 
in 1902. The last 37 years have wit- 
nessed magnificent experimental 
work in the pneumonia research 
laboratory and clinic. The story 
reads like a typical “Men in White” 
Saga—a story of heroes battling 
death, with a microscope and a test 
tube as their weapons. 


THE NEUFELD TECHNIQUE 
Dr. Neufeld discovered that pneu- 


monia germs differed, and that 


there were at least two or three 
types of germs capable of infecting 
the body with the pneumonia dis- 
ease—maybe more. Dr. Neufeld no- 
ticed that when he placed a culture 
of pneumonia “bugs” under the mi- 
croscope and attacked them with a 
specially prepared experimental 
serum, that some of the pneumo- 
cocci would swell up immediately 
while others would show no reaction. 

Some thirty years passed before 
this observation became adapted to 
present-day methods. Today a re- 
finement of Neufeld’s technique is 
used to differentiate the 32 different 
varieties of the pneumococci germ 
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FROM PASTEUR TO 1938-SCIENCE HAS MADE GREAT GAINS N 
FIGHT ON PNEUMONIA BUT DISEASE CONTINUES TO TAKE TOLL 


Dr. Neufeld also contributed the 
answer to the next important re- 
search problem in the field. In 1909, 
he produced a pneumonia serum 
from horses’ blood which was cap- 
able of fighting Type I pneumo- 


coccus, 

Dr. Neufeld had injected dead 
pneumonia germs into the blood 
stream of his horse. The horse, in 
fighting the effects of the pneu- 
monia germs had set up immunizing 
agents within the blood stream, 
known as anti-bodies. These anti- 
bodies, the substances within the 
blood stream that battle the germ, 
formed the base of the serum. 

Later the blood of the horse was 
drawn in small quantities and in- 
jected into the blood stream of the 
infected patient. 


3 STRAINS OF PNEUMONIA 


In 1913, Drs. A. T. Dochez and L. 
J. Gillespie carried the pneumonia 
work forward another important 
step. Dochez and Gillespie proved 
that there were at least three dis- 
tinct strains of pneumonia and they 
called the strains, Type I, Type II, 
Type III and Group IV. The work 
was done in New York City’s own 
Department of Health. 

Group IV included all the various 
pneumococci which did not corre- 
spond to any of the three distinct

| types. 
Dr. Rufus Cole, pneumonia re- 
search worker at Rockefeller Insti- 
tute, reported about this time that 
when serum has been used against 
Type I and Type II pneumococci, 
the “mortality rate has been very 
low.” Unfortunately it was impos- 
sible to develop an effective serum 
against Type III. 

In 1918, New York City 
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Twenty thousand, six hundred and 
twenty-eight lives were exacted by 
the disease. If the deaths were 
spread evenly over every day of the 
calendar year, an average of 55 peo- 
ple per day would have died of 
pneumonia in 1918.

payments, falsifying employment, 
and wage records of their 
employees, and, most shocking of 
all, evidence directly against au- 
ditors for the State Insurance Fund 
who have been working in collusion 
with employers in faking employ- 
ment records to mislead the State. 

When these things happen, a 
criminal violation. has not only 
taken place, but thousands of work- 
ers have unknowingly been placed 
in such a position that should they 
receive an injury or be killed in 
their place of employment, they or 
their families may not be able to 
collect compensations. 

FRAUD IN MANY FORMS 

Investigators for Gov. Lehman 
have found that the fraud takes 
several forms: the first is the prac- 
tice of certain employers returning 


tte statements to the State In- 


surance Fund regarding the num- 
ber of persons in their employ, and 
the second, where payroll auditors 
of the State Insurance Fund have 
worked crookedly with employers 
permitting them to file statements 
showing a reduction in the actual 
number of employees and their sal- 
aries. Both of these are criminal 
offenses. There are other forms of 
the racket which the writer will ex- 
plain later.

Workers, however, employed by 
the sub-contractors who might not 
be covered, or may be chiseling 
through bogus statements to the 
State Fund, are liable to receive no 
compensation should they meet 
with an accident on the job. 

The fake partnership racket is 
also a favorite method used by cer- 
tain employers to get around the 
law and withhold premiums. 

Let's take an example of the 
crooked auditors (of whom nine 


have been arrested and indicted 


recently) who work in collusion 
with the bosses to cheat the State 
of their insurance premiums, thus 
endangering the chances of their 
workers in collecting: 

Probers found that three au- 
ditors had coached a certain cor- 
poration in concealing the actual 
payroll amounts trom June, 1936 
to June, 1938) which resulted in 
the corporation being able to with- 
hold $47,100 due the State Fund. 

In other words, employes of that 
company were in danger of being 
cheated out of that much compen- 
sation, while the State found its 
fund with that much less to take 
care of the thousands of work- 
men’s compensation cases it must 
pay each year. 

Within three months after the 
probe got under way, the author- 
ities had arrested and inditted 
nine of the State Fund auditors 
and 27 large employers—and by 
this time, the amount may run into 
the hundreds on the bosses’ side 


workers and the State. The three 
contractors had submitted bogus 
statements to the State Fund, 
withholding about ten thousand 
dollars due. They used the money, 
not for theniselves however,,it was 
revealed, but for biddjng for con- 
tracts against rival contractors. 
The sum stolen from the compen- 
sation fund was used as their mar- 
gin m competing against their 
rivals. 


SHOWS FLAWS IN LAW 

The outcome of the investigation 
now being conducted will undoubt-

Own safety, it would be well to 


find out whether or not your em- 
ployer is complying with the State 
Safety laws and carrying compen- 
sation insurance—for you are high 
up on the list of those industries 
with a heavy rate of occupational 
diseases. 


If you work in the following gen- 
erally classified industries you are 
supposed to be covered by your em- 
ployer by workmen's compensa- 
fion: manufacturing; construction 
operation and installation work, 
which are included under the law 


as hazardous occupations. 


These genéral classifications cover 
virtually all types of factory employ- 
ment, but exclude railroad workers, 
seamen and all other interstate or 
foreign commerce, farm and domes- 
tic workers, and all workers em- 
ployed on “work relief” jobs. 

Enacted first in 1914, the Work- 
men’s Compensation Law requires 
that all workers injured on the job 
are to be provided free with medi- 
cal ald and money compensation as 
long as tlyy are unable to work. 
Should the worker be killed, the 
family is to be provided for. 

The actual rates of payment are 
approximately two-thirds of the 
worker's weekly wage while he is 
unable to work. Seasonal employes’ 
wages are computed on the basis of 
the number of days worked the 
preceding year. Loss of limbs are 
paid for in definite lump sums, as 
does payment for partial or com- 
plete disability. 

In the event of death, children of 
the worker get 10 per cent of the 


-| father’s wages until they are 18 


years old. The law requires that the 
widow shall receive 30 per cent of 
the wages of the deceased ‘until re- 
marriage or death. .

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44 Years Ago a 


To Devil's Island

Forty-four years ago today, 
in France, Alfred Dreyfuss, a

The army machine moved quictly. 
Dreyfus, who was a brilliant mathe- 
matician and had advanced rapidly 
despite obvious discrimination, was 
arrested and confronted with the 
“bordereau.” He denied their 
charges and refused to admit “guilt” 
by committing suicide, Unable to 
break him down; the authorities 
kept him in prison and set about 
building up a case against him. 

Two weeks passed, then “La 
Libre Parole,” an anti-Semitic sheet 
published by Drumont; hinted at 
the arrest. Immediately the yellow 
press splashed it across the front 
pages. “It is a Jew that is guilty of 
treason!” 

Wild and trresponsfble stories 
were published for the purpose of 
convicting Dreyfus and with him, 
the Jewish people. Mercier, Minis- 
ter of War, announced publicly 
three weeks before the trial that 
Dreyfus was “absolutely guilty.” 

On Dec. 22, 1894, Dreyfus was con- 
demned to degradation and life im- 
prisonment. He was later visited 
by an officer who promised a dimi- 
nution of bentence if he would con-

There is 
hardly a sign in the film that would 
suggest that many of these beauti- 
ful ladies and gents are today em- 


ployed as taxi drivers and hair- 
dressers in the land that fathered 
the film.

On the other hand, what few 
peasants we see,in “Kreutzer So- 
nata” appear to be supremely con- 
tent with their lot as slaves on the 
great estates.

The film is full of fine Corot land-

The things that happen 
in “Kreutzer Sonata” could happen 
anywhere, at any time. The back- 
ground is hollow. 

Of course there are one or two 
typical old-Russian orgies in the 
film to suggest individual decadence. 
A jealous husband brands his best 
friend on the forehead with a wine 
glass, then commits suicide. Later 
on the branded individual, now him- 
self consumed with jealousy, fires a 
bullet at his wife and her best 
friend. One or two nobleman may 
collapse but the class as a whole 
continues to enjoy Beethoven's So- 
nata, undisturbed by the coming 
doom. 


The acting is only fair. The fel- 


low who plays Pozdyncheff is shown 
continually peering into space and 
posing in front of the wet windows. 
This is supposed to give a picture 
of gloomy Russia, but it isn’t very 
effective. Gaby Morley and Ed- 
monde Guy, the two feminine leads, 
are both very lovely. I can’t say the 
same for their performances. 

I guess we will have to wait for 
the Soviet Studios to give us a 
genuine film transcription of Tols- 
toi's “Kreutzer Sonata.” We can
